Frosting  On  Cake

A Season  For  Remembering  takes  on 
even  broader  significance  today  in 
events  ranging  from  football  and  cake 
making  to  a Presidential  Rally. 

Sportswomen  and  Chi  Triellas  will 
vie  at  noon  in  the  Quad  for  the  female 
football  supremacy  of  the  campus.  Chi 
Tri,  defending  champions,  will  be 
challenged  in  what  the  Sportswomen 
call  a “grudge”  game. 

The  teams  have  been  holding 
practice  sessions  for  several  weeks  in 
anticipation  of  the  contest.  Surprises, 
both  planned  and  unplanned,  should 
dominate  play. 

On  a more  domestic  slant, 
construction  of  the  world’s  largest  cake 
will  begin  at  1 p.m.  in  the  canopy  area 
east  of  the  Wilkinson  Center.  The 
student  body  is  invited  to  help 
assemble  the  huge  pastry. 

LOTSA  CAKES 

Some  5,000  cakes-nearly  two-thirds 
of  the  amount  necessary-are  in 
freezers  waiting  for  a ride  in  the 
Homecoming  Parade  and  a look  at  the 
BYU-UTEP  game  Saturday,  Students 
are  urged  to  turn  all  cakes  in  at  the 
ELWC  Reception  Center  before  5:00 
p.m. 

The  cake,  to  be  covered  by  over 
900,000  square  inches  of  frosting,  has 
already  attracted  considerable 
attention  in  the  Rocky  Mountain  area. 
However,  bake-a-cake  chairman  Roger 
Davis  stresses  the  importance  of 


cooperation  in  baking  cakes  and 
assembling  them  this  afternoon. 

Highlighting  the  day’s  excitement 
will  be  a massive  rally  held  in  the 
Fieldhouse  at  8:30  p.m.  for  STAG 
candidate  Patrick  L.  Paulsen. 

Paulsen,  current  backrunner,  is 
expected  to  intensify  his  plea  for 
support  with  a major  address  before 
the  BYU  student  body. 

SEX  APPEAL 

Born  in  South  Bend,  Wash.,  40  years 
ago,  Paulsen  attributes  athletic  prowess 
and  sex  appeal  to  his  rise  as  a savior  of 
America’s  destiny. 

After  some  drama  lessons,  he  gave  up 
to  become  a coffee-house  comic  and 
was  working  in  San  Francisco’s  Purple 
Onion  when  he  met  Ken  Kragen  and 
Ken  Fritz,  current  managers  of  the 
Smothers  Brothers. 

The  idea  of  entering  Paulsen  into 
national  politics  was  originally  thought 
up  by  head  writer  Mason  Williams  and 
Tommy  Smothers.  Since  then,  Pat’s 
philosophy  has  been  delivered  in 
personal  appearances  from  coast  to 
coast. 

Paulsen’s  answer  to  the  draft 
problem,  for  example,  is  a lottery  in 
which  the  names  of  all  eligible  males 
will  be  put  into  a hat  and  the  men  will 
be  drafted  according  to  their  head 
sizes. 

Ticket  sales  are  continuing  on  the 
third  floor  of  the  Wilkinson  Center.

An  active  attorney  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
McConkie  has  done  much  writing  on 
Utah  political  issues  and  has  been 
campaigning  strongly  against  the  liquor 
petition. 

McConkie,  a member  of  The  Church, 
has  been  a bishop  and  is  stake 
president  of  the  University  of  Utah 
Stake.  Along  with  other  stake 
presidents  in  Utah,  McConkie  has 
volunteered  to  be  an  area 
representative  to  help  encourage  defeat 
of  the  proposition. 

LOUNGE  TALK 

Speaking  in  the  Memorial  Lounge  of 
the  Wilkinson  Center,  McConkie  began 
saying,  “I  asked  a student  when  I 
arrived  on  campus  if  he  knew  anything 
about  liquor  by  the  drink.  The  student 
said  he  had  only  heard  of  liquor  by  the 
fifth.”  Liquor  initiative  petition  “A” 
will  allow  Uquor  to  be  sold  in  bars  and 
saloons,  “allowing  minors  to  be  able  to 
enter  the  bars  and  receive  liquor  more 
readily,”  said  McConkie.  “There  is  no 
effective  liquor  law  enforcement  which 
will  be  able  to  stop  the  minor  from 
drinking  liquor  given  him  after  he 
enters  the  bar.” 

McConkie  noted  that  Utah  was  not 
the  only  state  with  liquor  laws.  “All 
states  have  liquor  laws  of  some  type,” 
he  said. 

There  are  two  types  of  liquor  laws 
practiced  in  the  United  States.  The 
first  is  state  control  of  liquor  laws,  as 
in  Utah,  which  is  practiced  to  some 
extent  in  18  states.  The  second  is  to 
license  bartenders  to  disperse  liquor  by 
the  drink,  practiced  in  32  states. 

ONLY  STATE 

Those  in  the  second  category 
consume  sixty  p>er  cent  more  liquor 
than  the  state  control  type,  accor^ng 
to  McConkie.  “Utah  is  the  only  state  in 
the  union  which  has  liquor 
consumption  going  on  a decline;  also, 
consumption  of  liquor  would  increase 
state  expenses,”  he  commented. 

When  asked  about  who  was  behind 
the  liquor  petition,  McConkie  said  that 
“John  Gallivan,  SALT  LAKE 
TRIBUNE  publisher,  told  a group  of 
interested  persons  that  it  cost  $72,000 
to  get  the  42,000  necessary  names  to 
put  the  liquor  issue  to  a vote.” 

The  polls  seem  to  indicate  that  the 


liquor  petition  will  be  defeated  in 
November,  “Sixty-Six  percent  of  those 
polled  are  considered  ‘teetotalers’  and 
do  not  drink,”  indicated  McConkie. 
The  polls  have  been  valid  to  one  per 
cent  in  the  past. 

“If  the  proposition  does  pass,”  said 
McConkie,  “the  liquor  commission 
which  would  be  appointed  by  the 
governor  would  be  free  from  court 
appeals.” 

The  supporters  of  liquor  by  the 
drink  seem  to  think  that  the  passage  of 
the  bill  will  help  tourism  in  Utah. 
Those  in  opposition,  including 
Governor  Calvin  Rampton  and  the 
other  major  political  candidates  in 
Utah,  do  not  believe  liquor  by  the 
drink  will  help  tourism.

Astros  Thank 
Launch  Crew 

CAPE  KENNEDY,  Fla.  (AP)  - 
Apollo  7’s  smiling  astronauts  flew  back 
to  this  spaceport  Wednesday,  thanked 
their  launch  crew  for  the  “great 
sendoff’  and  retired  to  seclusion  to 
report  to  engineers  and  doctors  the 
fine  details  of  their  ll-day  space 
mission. 

What  they  tell  the  experts  in  three 
days  of  debriefings  here  and  another 
week  at  the  Manned  Spacecraft  Center 
in  Houston  will  have  a bearing  on 
whether  the  three-man  Apollo  8 crew 
will  make  a trip  around  the  moon  in 
December. 

The  National  Aeronautics  and  Space 
Administration  expects  to  make  a 
decision  on  Apollo  8 by 
mid-November. 

Looking  relaxed  after  a night  aboard 
the  aircraft  carrier  Essex,  Navy  Capt. 
Walter  M.  Schirra  Jr.,  A.F.  Maj.  Donn 
F.  Eisele  and  civilian  Walter 
Cunningham  alighted  from  two  planes 
that  ferried  them  from  the  carrier. 

Eisele  learned  Wednesday  that 
President  Johnson  had  approved  his 
promotion  to  lieutenant  colonel.  The 
Air  Force  had  submitted  it  before  the 
flight. 

The  returnees  looked  at  a big  banner 
which  read  “Welcome  Back  Wally, 
Donn,  Walter”  and  acknowledged  the 
cheers  of  more  than  500  space  workers 
assembled  at  the  Cape  Kennedy 
airstrip,  which  is  barred  to  the  public. 
Schirra  stepped  to  a microphone  and 
thanked  them. 

“The  best  part  of  course  is  to  come 
home,”  he  said.  “We  were  here  for  a 
number  of  months  but  we  left  rather 
suddenly.  Now  we’re  back.  It’s  a real 
treat  to  be  looking  at  the  people  who 
gave  us  the  great  sendoff.” 

Eisele  said,  “It’s  great  to  be  back. 
Thank  you  for  the  warm  welcome.” 

Referring  to  Schirra’s  two  previous 
space  flights,  Cunningham  said, 
“Wally’s  been  through  this  return 
several  times.  But  it’s  not  old  hat  to 
Donn  and  1.  Thank  you  very  much.” 

A row  of  girls,  restrained  by  ropes 
and  security  police,  asked  the 
astronauts  to  come  over  and  see  them. 

“We  don’t  have  the  courage,” 
laughed  Schirra.  “We’ve  been  away  too 
long.”

Cairo  declared  a flight  of  four  Israeli 
jets  violated  Egyptian  air  spare  over 
Ismailia,  a midway  point  on  the  canal. 
Two  Israeli  planes  were  shot  down  and 
a third  was  hit 

“After  this  successful  dogfight,”  he 
said,  “the  Egyptian  planes  returned 
safely  to  their  bases.” 

ISRAEL  DENIES 

The  Israeli  army  denied  any  losses 
and  said  its  pilots  accomplished  their 
purposes  of  blocking  an  aerial 
intrusion. 

“Our  planes  did  not  violate  Egyptian 
air  space  and  they  all  returned  safely  to 
base,”  a spokesman  said  in  Tel  Aviv. 
“The  Cairo  claim  is  sheer  nonsense.” 

The  story  here  was  that  the  Israeli 
jets  took  off  and  intercepted  two  of 
Egypt’s  Soviet-built  MIGs  near  Ismailia 
and  the  Egyptians  then  turned  back. 
The  Israeli  spokesman  did  not  say 
whether  fire  was  exchanged. 

Israelis  have  held  the  east  bank  of 
the  canal  and  occupied  all  of  adjacent 
Sinai  since  the  1967  war,  in  which 
destruction  of  Egypt’s  air  force  was 
one  of  their  first  objectives.  Egypt  has 
been  receiving  new  Soviet  planes  to 
rebuild  that  force. 

Radio  Cairo  broadcast  a 
communique  on  the  Egyptian  claim  to 
victory  at  intervals  for  almost  an  hour, 
interspersing  patriotic  songs  and 
martial  music. 

A dispatch  from  Cairo  said  Egyptians 
in  the  streets  heard  the  communique 
on  transistor  radios  and  welcomed  the 


news.  Some  of  them  were  quoted  as 
saying:  “God  is  great . . . Let’s  kick  the 
Israelis  off  our  land.” 

President  Gamal  Abdel  Nasser’s 
people  were  told  that,  of  the  two 
Israeli  planes  allegedly  destroyed,  one 
exploded  over  Ismailia.  The  spokesman 
said  an  Israeli  pilot  was  seen  bailing  out 
on  the  eastern  side  of  the  canal. 

He  did  not  specify  the  types  of 
planes. 

Most  of  Israel’s  squadrons  are  of 
French  make. 

SEEKS  F4’s 

Israel  is  seeking  to  buy  from  the 
United  States  50  supersonic  F4 
Phantoms,  jet  fighter-bombers  which 
have  proved  more  than  a match  for  the 
best  of  the  MIGs  in  dogfighting  in 
Vietnam. 

A dispatch  from  Cairo  quoted  an 
Egyptian  government  spokesman  as 
saying  U.S.  sale  of  the  Phantoms  would 
encourage  Israel  “to  perpetrate  further 
aggression  against  the  Arabs.” 

The  aerial  action  was  the  first 
reported  engagement  of  any  kind  along 
the  canal  since  the  U.N.  General 
Assembly  started  debating  the  Middle 
East  problem  in  the  23rd  Assembly 
session  that  opened  Sept.  24. 

Across  the  way,  however,  there  have 
been  many  fights  along  the  Jordan 
River  Valley.  Exchanges  of  fire  were 
reported  between  Israeli  and  Jordanian 
forces  Wednesday  in  the  area  of  the 
Allenby  Bridge  and  at  Baptistry,  about 
214  miles  south  of  the  bridge.  Each  side 
said  it  suffered  no  casualties.

You  must  be  very  careful  not  to  shoot 
on  the  road  or  dike  side  facing  the 
airport-you  could  lose  your  gun  and 
be  fined  for  violations. 

JUMP  SHOOTING 
For  the  duck  hunter  who  likes  fast 
jump  shooting,  the  south  end  of 
Strawberry  Valley,  following  the 
streams,  is  one  of  the  best  areas  for  big 
mallards  in  the  state. 

Another  excellent  jump  shooting 
area  is  along  the  Sevier  River,  between 
the  Yuba  Reservoir  and  Delta.

Of  course, 
good  preventative  medicine  would  be 
to  wear  gloves  when  any  housework  is 
done. 

To  smooth  rough  hands,  mix  a 
tablespoon  of  granulated  sugar  with  a 
bit  of  olive  oil  and  work  it  gently  into 
hands.  Another  method  is  to  soak 
hands  for  10  minutes  in  a mixture  of 
lemon  juice  and  Johnson’s  Baby  Oil. 


Depending  on  how  dry  and  rough 
your  hands  are,  apply  hand  cream  or 
lotion  every  night,  every  other  night, 
or  once  a week.  Wear  little  cotton 
gloves  to  bed  to  keep  cream  on  your 
hands  and  off  the  sheets. 

Hands,  like  the  rest  of  your  body, 
look  the  most  graceful  when  they  are 
exercised.  One  exercise-place  elbows 
on  table,  make  hands  into  fists,  then 
open  hands  and  spread  fingers  wide 
apart.  Another:  with  forearms 
together,  fold  hands,  unclasp  and 
stretch  fingers.
